Council votes to defer decision on 
heritage property development

Both sides embroiled in a 
dispute to redevelop a 
block of heritage proper¬ 
ties downtown Halifax are 
trying to reconcile. 

At the request of Armour 
Group, council voted unani¬ 
mously yesterday to defer a 
decision on the developer’s 
proposed Waterside Centre 
for three weeks. 

Armour Group wants the 
extra time to meet with the 
Heritage Trust of Nova Sco¬ 
tia and negotiate its project 
that would join existing 
buildings at the corner of 
Duke, Hollis and Lower Wa¬ 
ter streets with a six-storey 
glass tower atop. 

In a letter sent to the 
mayor and councilors last 
week, Armour Group chair¬ 
man Ben McCrea suggested 
he’s flexible about changing 
the glass exterior and 
height of the controversial 
building. 

“There appears to be con¬ 
cern by some that the glass 
exterior is not Halifax,” Mc¬ 
Crea wrote. 

“If it is the wish of coun¬ 
cil, we are fully prepared to 
build Waterside Centre 
with a brick exterior 


cladding similar to 
Founders Square.” 

Citing significant appre¬ 
hension, McCrea said if 
council approved the pro¬ 
posal, he would consider re¬ 
ducing the building height 


by one or two storeys if they 
could agree on a level of fi¬ 
nancial support. He said the 
economic feasibility for the 
building is “very thin” and 
the only public money in 
the 35 history of the Historic

Properties has come from 
the federal government. 

But McCrea said, after 
two and a half years of 
working with city staff on 
the proposal, he’s not will¬ 
ing to start over. If council 
doesn’t approve the propos¬ 
al, that’s the end of it. 

District 14 Coun. Dawn 
Sloane says she will wait to 
hear whether a compro¬ 
mise can be reached. 

“I hate to see us compro¬ 
mise heritage as it is, but at 
this point in time I think 
we’re up to seeing what can 
come out of these conversa¬ 
tions,” she said. 

In August, the Heritage 
Trust launched a postcard 
campaign criticizing the 
proposal. Armour Group 
fired back with a letter to 
councilors and the mayor 
accusing the Trust of 
spreading misinformation. 
Since then, more than 60 
people have weighed in 
during a public hearing.

Some voters have been get¬ 
ting double copies of e-vot- 
ing personal identification 
numbers in the mail. That 
could allow them to vote 
twice in the upcoming mu¬ 
nicipal election. 

Under 20 per cent of the 
280,000 registered voters 
were listed twice on the 
voters’ list when the city 
sent out the PIN numbers 
for electronic voting, says 
Cathy Mellett, who’s lead¬ 
ing the city’s first foray into 
Internet voting. 

About 400 people contact¬ 
ed the city to say they’d 
moved after the PINs were 
sent out, so PINs were sent 
to their old addresses as 
well as the new. Mellett says 
the city has disabled the old 
PINs for people it knows 
have moved or otherwise 


double-counted. 

Mellett says voters are re¬ 
quired to enter their birth- 
date when they vote, so this 
should prevent fraudsters 
from stealing any un¬ 
claimed login numbers. 

She estimates only one 
per cent of the 280,000 regis¬ 
tered voters have more than 
one valid e-voting login. 

So what could stop you 
from voting early and of¬ 
ten? If your conscience 
doesn’t, the minimum 
$5,000 fine should, says 
Mellett. 

“It is illegal to vote twice 
in Nova Scotia,” Mellett told 
Metro News. 

She said the city will 
work to identify anyone 
who tries to vote a second 
time with a de-activated lo¬ 
gin code. 

“The voting public has a 
keen interest in making sure 
the process is fair. We have a 
pretty honest electorate.”

Province likely to feel the effects 
from U.S. financial crisis, prof says

When the American 
elephant runs into money 
problems, you can bet 
your loonies Nova 
Scotians will feel the 
pinch. 

“If the North American 
economy moves into a re¬ 
cession, Nova Scotia can’t 
hope to escape it,” says 
Lars Osberg, chairman of 
the economics department 
at Dalhousie University. 

The main problem for 
Nova Scotians is markets 
that rely on Americans 
buying our stuff, like lum¬ 
ber and tourism. 

Canada as a whole is bet¬ 
ter positioned than the 
U.S. We have too much 
consumer and mortgage 
debt, but nothing like the 
“subprime” mortgage mar¬ 
kets in America. That 
means home foreclosures 
are less likely here. 

“We didn’t have the 
same expansion of home 
ownership, so we don’t

tion,” Osberg explains, don’t like to foreclose, as it 
adding banks actually costs them money. 


But projects like the pro¬ 
posed redevelopment of 
the O’Carroll’s/Sweet Basil 
complex into a nine-storey 
office building are at risk. 

“That was aimed at a hy¬ 
pothesis of a shortage of 
Grade A office space down¬ 
town,” Osberg says. 

“It was going to be rent¬ 


ed to the expanding finan¬ 
cial-services sector and 
there was a lot of talk 
about high-paid, financial- 
services jobs coming to 
Halifax. 

“Well, those are exactly 
the sort of jobs that are dis¬ 
appearing. When these 
firms amalgamate and lay 
off thousands of workers, 
those laid-off workers 
don’t need offices any¬ 
more,” he said. 

This will happen across 
North America. He pre¬ 
dicts the downtown proj¬ 
ect will stall and end up an 
empty lot, with no tenants 
to move in or banks will¬ 
ing to loan money. 

Asked what Haligonians 
can do to best protect 
themselves, he offers ad¬ 
vice that only works if 
most of us ignore it: save 
your money. 

“The problem is that 
when each individual tries 
to save, that’s what pushes 
the economy as a whole in¬ 
to recession.”

Roundtable on violence finally on, 
but some want more than just talk

Months after it first came to 
light, the Mayor’s Round¬ 
table on violence saw some 
action yesterday. 

The report’s author, Don¬ 
ald Clairmont, discussed 
the his findings and went 
through some of the 64 rec¬ 
ommendations to curb vio¬ 
lence in the HRM at the 
Committee of the Whole 
meeting yesterday. 

But several councillors 
were aggravated it took four 
months after the report was 
released for there to be any 
movement on it. 

“Another study isn’t go¬ 
ing to help us,” said Dow- 
town Coun. Dawn Sloane. 
“Let’s get going on this.” 

Council voted to send the 
report to staff to draw up a 
plan for action. It will be 
back before council proba¬ 
bly in December. 

“I thought we were al¬ 
ready there. Where’s the 
plan?” asked Preston- 
Lawrencetown-Chezzetcoolc 
Coun. David Hendsbee. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said 
this is the first time the 


roundtable results have ap¬ 
peared in council and staff 
need the direction from 
council before any action 
can be taken. He quelled 
some fears that the report 
would just be shelved. 

“This document will not 
lie dormant,” he said.

It took 13 months of sur¬ 
veys, meetings and focus 
group sessions to figure out 
exactly what is causing 
crime in the HRM and how 
to fix it, explained Clair¬ 
mont. 

“One in 60 available 
adults in HRM participated 
in this roundtable,” Clair¬ 
mont said. “People claim, 
and they’re right, there is a 
problem with violence in 
the HRM.” 

He found that many peo¬ 
ple are afraid and believe 
crime is more prevalent 
than it is. Clairmont said 
that crime has actually gone 
down since 2004, but the 


public fear has increased. 

Federal funds for crime 
prevention are aimed at 
pre-teens, but that’s too 
young, he said. Rather, it’s 
young adults who are caus¬ 
ing the largest part of vio¬ 
lence. 

“There’s nothing for 
them so they're out on the 
streets washing our cars,” 
he said. 

Also, young black people 
are over represented in pris¬ 
ons and 10 per cent of all 
black youth are under the 
justice system. 

“That is not acceptable,” 
he said. “We can’t walk 
away from this, we can’t 
bury it, we have to do some¬ 
thing about this.” 

Clairmont recommended 
working more closely with 
leaders in the black com¬ 
munity. His other recom¬ 
mendations included hiring 
a full-time safety coordina¬ 
tor and advisory committee, 
reconstructing the munici¬ 
pality’s race relations com¬ 
mittee and installing 10 
community safety officers. 

“We do need to strength¬ 
en the capacity for the mu¬ 
nicipality to deal with vio¬ 
lence and public safety.”

Older and wiser activist still dreams of ending poverty

Craig Kielburger walks in¬ 
to the room apologizing 
for being late — which he 
isn’t. He’s been on a 
conference call, planning 
his hosting gig on CBC’s 
national radio show, The 
Current, on Friday. 

The 25-year-old founder 
and chair of Free the Chil¬ 
dren apologizes four or 
five more times before the 
interview is over. But he 
has some legitimate excus¬ 
es — he’s very a busy 
young man, after all. 

“We’re launching a mes¬ 
sage, a call to action,” he 
said about his trip to the 
Maritimes. 

“We’re looking to build 
more on the East Coast.” 

He’s already done some 
notable building through¬ 
out the world. Founded in 
1995 by Kielburger and his 
Grade 7 classmates, Free 
the Children now has a 
network of “children help¬ 
ing children” that is one 
million members strong. 


The charity can be found 
in 45 countries. 

The group has built 500 
schools, provided roughly 


500,000 people with 
health care, and given 
clean water to 140,000. 

For his efforts, Kielburg-

* is: How do we make 
changes in our daily lives 
that have a profoundly im¬ 
pactful shift in this 
world?”

He’ll take to the stage 
tonight at the Rebecca 
Cohn Auditorium, and hav¬ 
ing grown up in the spot¬ 
light, Kielburger is a pol¬ 
ished speaker.

He 
looks you in the eye like a 
politician, but actually gets 
excited and animated 
about his subject matter. 

“When we were 12 and 
we used to talk about end¬ 
ing poverty in this world, 
they said we were young 
and dreamers, naive and 
idealistic,” Kielburger said. 

“We used to respond by 
saying, ‘Yeah, we are’ ...

Council approves $4M 
for last winter's cleanup

Not long before the snow 
is about to fly again, the 
city is dishing out an extra 
$4.4 million to pay for last 
year’s cleanup. 

At a Committee of the 
Whole meeting yesterday, 
council approved moving 
money from two reserves 
to pay for the extra snow 
and ice cleanup required 
last winter. 

Fairview-Clayton Park 
Coun. Russell Walker said 
he hoped this was a “one¬ 
time deal and not the 
norm.” 

There were 74 per cent 
more storms last winter 
than in the previous year,

and they went 60 per cent 
over budget, said Mike 
Labrecque, director of 
transportation and public 
works. 

He said the city had 280 
centimetres of snow last 
winter, compared to 90 
centimetres the year be¬ 
fore. 

Rather than predicting 
the number of events, he 
said, they’re going to start 
figuring out the cost per 
kilometre, per route and 
per event. 

Making sure some routes 
aren’t over-serviced and 
managing the salt should 
save them between 10 to 
15 per cent. 

Last winter’s budget for 
snow and ice removal, as 
well as lower-priority win¬ 
ter work, was $13.5 mil¬ 
lion. This winter the budg¬ 
et will be $14.6 million. 

The street-clearing con¬ 
tracts are up for renewal 
next year and Labrecque 
said they’ll look at bring¬ 
ing some operations back 
in house. 

Street-cleaning contracts 
may be performance-based 
like the current sidewalk 
contracts. This means the 
contractors will be more 
accountable for damages.

Grits unveil regional plan 

Liberals hope to boost education, medicine and sports funding

Moose plan 
‘by the people' 
nearly done 

membertou AMi’kmaq 
moose management plan 
from the people and for the 
people is now being final¬ 
ized by Nova Scotia’s First 
Nations communities. 

The proposed guidelines 
for the harvest have been 
in the works since the 
spring of 2006 and came 
closer to implementation 
following a ‘gathering on 
moose’ last week in 
Wagmatcoolc. 

“We didn’t sit down with 
lawyers and say ‘let’s write 
up these rules and impose 
them on our people,”’ said 
Clifford Paul, moose man¬ 
agement co-ordinator with 
the Unam’ki Institute of 
Natural Resources. “What 
is going to come out of 
these discussions is a man¬ 
agement plan that comes 
right from the grassroots 
people.” 

In Wagmatcoolc, 
delegates discussed four 
crucial issues: non-native 
accompaniment on the 
hunt; selling moose meat 
and products; the 
acceptance of a two-month 
no hunting season in the 
height of summer; and cre¬ 
ation of hunter advisoiy 
groups to aid in the admin¬ 
istration and education of 
community members. 

Dan Christmas, a confer¬ 
ence facilitator, said over 
the past 18 years treaty 
rights have allowed the 
Mi’lcmaq the free liberty to 
hunt and fish. 

However, some concerns 
with the moose herd in the 
Cape Breton Highlands dur¬ 
ing that time — including 
the possibility of over-har¬ 
vesting — spurred 
guideline discussions. 

“Fortunately, to this 
point the herd haven’t suf¬ 
fered. That is not to say in 
the future, the herd will 
not change. It would be 
wise while the herd is good 
to develop some guidelines 
that eveiyone will respect 
and follow. We have to 
manage the herd in such a 
way that, seven generations 
from now, people can enjoy 
the herd as we do today.”

Registry lines jammed 

Website crashes, switchboard overloads as Do Not Call List launches 


Canada’s widely anticipat¬ 
ed do-not-call list was a 
victim of its own populari¬ 
ty when thousands rushed 
to sign up soon after it 
launched yesterday, crash¬ 
ing the registry website 
and clogging toll-free 
phone lines. 

The system was so over¬ 
whelmed it crashed short¬ 
ly after 9 a.m. and was 
available only sporadically 
for the rest of the day. 

The Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommuni¬ 
cations Commission, the 
federal agency in charge of 
the list, said yesterday it 
would be working 
overnight to increase the 
system’s capacity. There is 
no deadline to sign up for 
the service. 

“We’re victims of our 


own success,” said Denis 
Carmel, a spokesperson for 
the CRTC. 

More than a million con¬ 
sumers had called one of 
two phone lines to tiy to 
register by early afternoon. 
At one point more than 
40,000 callers were trying 
get through “at the same 
instant,” 


Carmel said. An unknown 
additional number tried to 
sign up online at the reg¬ 
istry’s website. 

Just over 200,000 con¬ 
sumers had succeeded in 
getting on the list by 1:30 
p.m., Carmel said. Most of 
them had signed up by 9 
a.m., when the system be¬ 
came overwhelmed. Only a 



thousand were able to get 
through after that, he said. 

The system is operated 
for the federal agency by 
Bell Canada. 

“Immediate volumes 
were higher than antici¬ 
pated, which impacted the 
registration website for 
several hours in the mid¬ 
dle of the day. But with the 
addition of more band¬ 
width and other network 
resources, things are back 
on track,” 

Bell spokesperson 

Jacqueline Michelis said in 
a later afternoon interview 
yesterday, that “every- 
thing is working well 
now.” 

The CRTC is advising 
people to be patient and 
try again later.

Crookshank eyes return 

Star forward leaves Finland, talking contract with Rainmen

The star of the Halifax Rain- 
men’s inaugural season ap¬ 
pears headed for an encore. 

Eric Crookshank, who 
signed a contract to play in 
Finland in June, quit last 
week before playing a regu¬ 
lar season game and re¬ 
turned to his home in Cali¬ 
fornia. He has since been in 
heavy contract talks with 
Rainmen co-owner Andre 
Levingston. 

“If you were to ask me 
right now, I’d say I’m going 
back to Halifax,” Crook¬ 
shank said yesterday. “I’ve 
been in strong conversa¬ 
tions with Andre. I have a 
lot of fans in Halifax and 
Halifax is where my heart 
is.” 

The Rainmen, who 
played in the American Bas¬ 
ketball Association last sea¬ 
son, will spend this season 
in the Premier Basketball 
League, with their first 
game set for January. 

Crookshank, a high-fly¬ 
ing, 6-foot-8 forward who av¬ 


eraged a double-double last 
season, was one of four play¬ 
ers on last year’s Rainmen 
that Levingston submitted 
on a protected list to the 
PBL. Swingman Brian Silver- 
horn, centre Kadiri Richard 
and point guard Jimmy 
Twyman are the others. 

The Rainmen have exclu¬ 
sive PBL negotiating rights 
to the four. 

The 29-year-old Crook¬ 


shank said he was averag¬ 
ing a double-double 
through four pre-season 
games with Componenta of 
the Finnish Korisliiga, the 
country’s top league. 

“I was promised certain 
things, living arrange¬ 
ments, a vehicle, and only 
70 per cent of the things 
promised were given to 
me,” Crookshank said. “I

Since leaving, he said he 
has lucrative offers on the 
table, listing teams in Lux¬ 
embourg, Germany and 
Spain.

I’ve played in a 
lot of places, and the fans 
are nothing like they are in 
Halifax. They know all the 
ins and outs about you, and 
you love to play for them.” 

Levingston hopes to sign 
Crookshank, Silverhom, 
Richard and Twyman and 
add two quality talents at 
the PBL draft on Oct. 16 in 
Chicago. He’ll round out the 
roster with free agents. 

“Those four would be a 
solid foundation,” Lev¬ 
ingston said. “Bring in a 
couple of horses, and we’d 
be alright.”

Audi A 4 makes room for more fun

The Audi A4 has grown for 
2009 - literally. Width is 
up by 53 mm, while track 
increases by 46 mm, 
improving shoulder room 
and handling respectively. 

More importantly, the 
wheelbase stretches 165 
mm although overall 
length is only up by 117 
mm. Audi now claims best- 
in-class rear legroom, mean¬ 
ing it’s safe to take your 


friends for drives again. 

From an enthusiast’s 
point of view, the addition¬ 
al length and wheelbase 
free up room for the new 
front chassis architecture. 
Borrowed from the A5/S5 
coupes, the revisions allow 
the engine to sit more be¬ 
tween the front wheels in¬ 
stead of ahead of the front 
axle, providing better bal¬ 
ance and handling. 

The front suspension it¬ 
self is still Audi’s tradition¬ 
al five-link system, with a 
trapezoidal link rear setup. 


The direct-injection en¬ 
gines are familiar yet 
tweaked for ’09, adopting 
Audi’s new Valvelift sys¬ 
tem to maximize power 
and efficiency. The 2.0-litre 
turbocharged four-cylinder 
has received a thorough 
going over, producing 211 
hp and a fantastic 258 lb-ft 
of torque from 1,500 to 
4,500 rpm. The 2.0 TFSI 
will scoot the A4 from 0- 
100 km/h in a scant 6.7 sec¬ 
onds, and returns 8.2 L/100 
1cm combined. 

However, the optional 
3.2-litre V6 seems less im¬ 
pressive on paper. While 
its 265 hp is up 15 from be¬ 
fore, the 3.2 V6 FSI only ac¬ 
celerates to 100 km/h two- 
tenths faster yet averages 
10.1 L/100 1cm combined. 

For now, both engines 
are offered with six-speed 
Tiptronic automatic trans¬ 
missions, although six- 
speed manuals and a CVT 
(only on FrontTralc models) 
will make appearances lat¬ 
er in the spring. 

Most models will come 
equipped with Audi’s leg¬ 
endary quattro all-wheel 
drive system, although 
now power is biased 40/60 
front/rear in an effort to 
improve its driving man¬ 
ners. Don’t expect RS4-lilce 
handling prowess as the A4 
is tuned much less aggres¬ 
sively. 

Safety is handled with 
six ‘adaptive’ airbags, ABS 
with ESP, brake assist and 
brake-disc wiping, and 
height-adjustable seatbelts.

The A4 comes in two 
bodystyles — for now: 
sedan and Avant (wagon). 

New for 2009 is Side As¬ 
sist, plucked from the Q.7 
SUV, which uses the rear 
parking sensors to deter¬ 
mine if a vehicle is sitting 
in the car’s blind spot and 
will flash to warn the driv¬ 
er accordingly. 

A4 pricing starts at 
$39,700 for a FrontTralc 
with a manual transmis¬ 
sion, although for now, all 


models offered in Canada 
will be quattro-equipped 
with Tiptronic. 

Even entry-level A4s get 
a good amount of stan¬ 
dard equipment, including 
17-in wheels, a sunroof, 
leather seats, aluminum 
interior, split-folding rear 
seat, power driver’s seat, 
10-spealcer 180-watt sound 
system with auxiliary in¬ 
put, and automatic cli¬ 
mate control. 

Moving up the ladder, the 
2.0 TFSI quattro Premium 
includes bi-xenon head¬ 
lights, a six-disc CD player, 


three-zone climate control, 
Bluetooth capability and au¬ 
tomatic wipers and lights. 

The 3.2 FSI comes only 
one way: fully loaded, 
meaning all the toys in the 
Premium package plus a 
505-watt 14-spealcer Bang 
& Olufson sound system, 
Side Assist, rear parking 
sensors, auto-dimming 
mirrors, adaptive head¬ 
lights, and a colour driver 
information display. 

The interior is pulled di¬ 
rectly from the A5/S5, so 
it’s certainly familiar and 
well put together.

Cape Cod’s sandy shacks inspire 


Barebones shelters a throwback destination for artists and tourists alike 



The isolated — and desolate — dune shacks of Massachusetts’ Cape Cod were once used by some 
of America’s greatest writers and are still seasonally inhabited by artists seeking seclusion. 


Solitude. Prophets and po¬ 
ets have long sought out 
the world's secluded spots 
to clear their minds and in¬ 
spire their souls. 

The lonely, lovely dunes 
on the outskirts of 
Provincetown, Mass., the 
artists' colony at the tip of 
Cape Cod, have been the 
refuge of some of Ameri¬ 
ca's literary and artistic gi¬ 
ants. 

Eugene O’Neill, Jack Ker- 
ouac, Tennessee Williams, 
Jackson Pollock and Nor¬ 
man Mailer all came here 
to think big thoughts 
while eelcing out an undis¬ 
turbed existence in rickety 
shacks in the sand. 

“There are still lots of 
young writers, artists and 
photographers who come 
here for the seclusion of 
the dunes,” says Frank Vi- 
etts. “I imagine that if 
you’re working on a book, 
you don’t want to hear 


things like the 80 Harley 
Davidsons we had going 
down the main street of 
Provincetown.” 

Seeking our own bit of 
solitude from the tourist 


hordes of Provincetown, 
Frank, a guide with Art’s 
Dune Tours, is leading my 
four kids and I on an explo¬ 
ration of the magic and 
mystery of the dunes. 


It’s a short drive from 
Provincetown to the en¬ 
trance to the dunes, which 
are part of the Cape Cod 
Seashore national park. 
Only Frank’s company’s 


vehicles and those of the 
U.S. park rangers are al¬ 
lowed onto the paths 
among this part of the 
dunes. 

Frank recites the story of 
the dunes and the shacks 
as we plow along the trails, 
which are carved out con¬ 
tinuously by park rangers. 

The shacks were built as 
shelters for members of 
the coast guard life-saving 
service in the 19th century. 
When the service moved 
on, they were bought by 
private individuals. The 
artistic elite started show¬ 
ing up in the 1920s. Some 
of the shacks are still pri¬ 
vately-owned, others are 
owned by the park service 
and managed by trusts. 

Looking at them — frag¬ 
ile structures fashioned 
from driftwood — it seems 
a miracle that any of them 
are still upright. And what 
you see is what you get,

just a barebones shelter 
with no electricity, run¬ 
ning water, or indoor bath¬ 
rooms. 

Talk about suffering for 
your art. And yet, eveiy 
year, people shack up in 
them, owners, artists, and 
tourists who can try their 
luck at a summer sojourn 
through a lottery run by an 
organization called the 
Peaked Hill Trust. 

It’s definitely primitive, 
but Frank says Art’s has a 
deliveiy service, providing 
food, water, even prescrip¬ 
tions.

— hike, the Slovenian 
landscape is Moth¬ 
er Nature’s play¬ 
ground. With 10,000 kilo¬ 
metres of marked paths 


across the country, the hik¬ 
ing possibilities seem end¬ 
less, from the tops of snow- 
crusted mountains to the 
base of the river gorge. 

Slovenia’s big attraction 
centres around the Julian 
Alps, a mountain range of 
4,400 kilometres with 120 
peaks over 2,000 metres 
high. 

Less tourist-y than the 
Alpine spine that snakes 
across Italy or Switzerland, 
the Julian Alps provide an 
alternative for tourists 
looking to escape main¬ 


stream crowds and main¬ 
stream prices. 

All through the region, 
there are thousands of 
paths challenging climbers 
of all levels. Some hikes 
span weeks, some span 
days, others hours. Choos¬ 
ing which one is right for 
you depends on your level 
of fitness and schedule. 

• One popular ascent is 
Triglav, the highest moun¬ 
tain in Slovenia. With a 
summit of 2,500 metres, 
Triglav usually takes two to 
three days to hike and is a 


must do for any “real 
Slovenian.” 

• For a quick day hike, I 
travelled just outside of the 
historic town of Bled for a 
glimpse at Vintgar Gorge. 
Discovered in 1891, Vint¬ 
gar has been a tourist at¬ 
traction since the late 19th 
century. While it was dan¬ 
gerous to visit back then, 
today’s well-marked trail of 
wooden planks makes it 
accessible to everyone.

even see NBC regain control 
of the show. 

This could potentially be a 
mortal blow for Lifetime, 
which has built its rebrand¬ 
ing of the network around 
the US$150 million it spent 
on acquiring five cycles of 
the show. 

“I am a huge fan,” said 
Lifetime president Andrea 
Wong in April. “All my 
friends are huge fans. Hav¬ 
ing watercooler movies, dra¬ 
mas and reality shows like 
Project Runway is what life¬ 
time Television is all about.” 
Yesterday, the New York 


Post ran a story on how We¬ 
instein and Lifetime ended 
up in this unenviable posi¬ 
tion, based on disclosures in 
the injunction decision by 
New York Supreme Court 
judge Richard Lowe. 

It all boils down to bad 
blood between Harvey We¬ 
instein and Bravo head Lau¬ 
ren Zalazniclc, who had in¬ 
terfered with production on 
the show and blocked prod¬ 
uct integration deals that 
were vital to both the 
show’s content and bottom 
line. 

Most of all, though, Wein¬ 
stein hated how Bravo had 
cloned the Project Runway 
model with shows like Top 
Chef and Shear Genius — a 
curious complaint in an in¬ 
dustry where imitation is 
the sincerest form of flattery 
you can inflict on both 
friends and enemies alike. 

In the meantime, season 
six has been in production 
in Los Angeles for two 
weeks, where it’ll film until 
mid-month, before breaking 
to let the finalists create the 
collections they’ll feature in 
February’s New York Fash¬ 
ion Week at the show’s fi¬ 
nale, by which point the 
lawsuit should be settled.

Recipe of the day 



Greek-style lemon 
chicken soup 

INGREDIENTS: 

12 oz (375 g) boneless, skinless 
chicken breasts 

1 large onion, thinly sliced 

2 celery stalks, chopped 

1 large carrot, thinly sliced 
6 black peppercorns 
Strip of lemon zest 

1 small bunch fresh dill or flat- 
leaf parsley 

1/2 cup (125 mL) long-grain 
white rice 
Juice of 1 lemon 

2 eggs, beaten 
Salt and pepper 

GARNISH: 

Sprigs of fresh dill or flat-leaf 
parsley 

METHOD: 

1 . Place chicken breasts, onion, 
celery, carrot, black 
peppercorns, lemon zest and 
dill or parsley into a large 
saucepan. Add 4 cups (1 L) wa¬ 
ter and bring to a boil over 
medium heat, skimming off 
foam. Reduce heat and half¬ 
cover with a lid, so water bub¬ 
bles gently. Simmer until 
chicken is cooked through, 


about 15 minutes. 

2 . Remove chicken from pan 
with a slotted spoon and set 
aside. Strain the broth through 
a large sieve into a clean pan, 
discarding the vegetables and 
flavourings. 

3 . Reheat broth until boiling, 
then stir in rice. Simmer gen¬ 
tly until rice is almost tender, 
about 8 to 10 minutes. Mean¬ 
while, cut or tear chicken into 
thin shreds, and mix lemon 
juice with beaten eggs. 

4 . Add shredded chicken to 
soup. Heat over medium heat 
until soup almost boils again. 
Remove from heat and pour in 
lemon juice mixture, stirring 
constantly. Season lightly with 
salt and pepper. Serve immedi¬ 
ately, garnished with sprigs of 
dill or parsley.
